The present troubles in Wall street can be 
easily traced to natural causes. An era of 
expansion set in contemporaneously with the 


mously by the addition of gold and silver to 
the currency of the country, the product of 
the mines being nearly 100 millions a year. 
This increase in the money resources was 
progressive, chiefly for four reasons: First, 
the specie which had been hoarded for many 
years came out intoactive use more and more 
as the conviction , grew that resumption 
would be maintained and nothing“was to be 
gained by hiding it any longer; secondly, the 
mines produced nearly 100 millions a year of 
new coin; third, the Government pursued the 
policy of redeeming and buyiitg in its bonds 
at an unprecedented rate, equal to $100,000,- 
000 a year, which transferred that amount of 
capital tv the market looking for investment; 
fourth, the coincidence of bountiful harvests 
in this country and a large demand for bread- 


stuffs abroad turned what is called the “‘ bal- ; 


ance of trade” in favor of the United States, 
and led to the return of large amounts of 
American securities which had been held 
abroad and also to large importations of 
specie, The inevitable result of this com- 
bination of conditions.was vastly to expand 
the available money resources of the country 
in much the same way that the payment of 
the French indemnity led toa similar expan- 
sion and inflation in Germany after the 
Franco-German war and a general collapse 
as a consequence. © | 

From the day this extraordinary expansion 
in the money market was noted a new era of 
enterprise was set on foot.. The crazé for 
railroad-building was revived. It was car- 
ried to the extent of paralleling trunk lines 
when the system could not be extended in 
new directions. Manufacturing received an 
enormous impulse, and was quickly overdone. 
Wages greatly advanced. Real estate rose 
in price. were marked up. And it 
was not long before speculation berame ram- 
pant. A large amount of the capital seeking 
investment went into the stecks and bonds, 
new and old, with which the streets were 
flooded. Priceswentup, The holders of se- 
eurities estimated their possessions as worth 
one-third more than they had been. Men 
of moderate means began to think them- 
selves rich, and the well-to<do people blos- 
somed out into millionaires. Extravagance in 
expenditure and recklesness in speculation 
were the natural concomitants of these con- 
ditions. The opportunities for gambling re- 
vived the restless greed that had character- 
ized the people during the inflated period 
previous to the panic of 1878. The confi- 
dence operators found a plentiful supply of 
victims. The people began to nibble and 
then to bite, and now they discover that in 
many instances they have been hooked and 
caught in seines; they are floundering and 
splashing around in. deep water, but they 
cannot get away. 

The reaction has come from overproduc- 
tion.. The collapse of the firm of Grant & 
Ward revealed the desperate character of 
Wall-street operations. The complication 
with that firm of the President of a National 
bank, who dragged the bank down with him, 
opened up’a formidable vista of possibilities. 
The popular confidence was shaken. The 
scale had already been turned and the stocks 
had. already begun to tumble. Now there is 
something like a panic in the rush and 
scramble t) unload on other people, There 
are houses which cannot stand up under the 
havoc. There are banks which have invested 
their resources in margins, or whose deposits 
have been employed by their officers in 
speculation, and they are crowded to 
the wall. Apprehension has supplanted 
confidence, But the trouble is confined 
to Wall street and its connections. Men who 
own securities which they have paid for have 
the same interest in tangible property which 
they had before, and as good a prospect for 
receiving interest on their bonds and divi- 
dends on their stocks as they had a few 
months ago. Legitimate business enter- 
prises, managed honestly and conservatively, 
are as solvent as ever and are not threatened. 
The process now going on may be more 
properly deseribed as a process of desiccation 
rather than fiquidation, The present shock 
will throw off the fellows who have been 
hanging on by the tips of their fingers, but 
those who have a. firm hold on their pos- 
sessions will be able to. cling to them. Busi- 
ness as @ whole is upon a sound footing, and 
the number of those who.are in debt beyond 
their resources is comparatively small. 


THE LATE CYRUS H. M’CORMIOCK. 

This afternoon the mortal remains of the 
late Cyrus H. McCormick will be consigned 
to their final resting-place. In his demise 
there has passed away a man whose life was 


second, anil large and judicious inthe last. 
Mr. ‘McCormick inherited industry, and 


from them’ from the (he when as a mere lad 
he invented a grain-cradle to the close of his 
life, which found his busy brain still 
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and then for thirty-five years !

Mr. McCormick was not a politician in the 
popular acceptation of the term. He was not 
a seeker after offices, nor did he allow polit 
ieal ambition to swerve him from the 
purpose of his life. Though mistaken in 
some of his views, he.was sineere in them. 
His Virginia birth and early associations and 
environments made him a Democrat of strong 
convictions and yet of conservative tenden- 
cles which increased with age. As a man of 
National fame he did not descend into the 
arena of petty contests and wrangles, but 
identified himself with National polities, and 
played an important part in them through 
the war times and during the subsequent re- 
construction period. As a member of the 
Democratic National) Committee and as a 
delegate in National conventions of that par- 
ty, and always as a believer in reconciliation 
between the two warring sections, he was at 
no time an extremist, but counseled from his 
convictions and acted from honesty of pur- 
pose, with no ulterior object in view looking 
to personal advantage or advancement. 

As a religious he held profound con- 
Victions. He was ldentified with the Presby- 
terian Church, and in his death that denom- 
ination has lost one of its towers of strength, 
both in counsel and in material assistance, 
and an inflexibly loyal adherent to its tenets 
and its interests. His faith was manifest in 
his works. The Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary ot the Northwest, of which he was 
the founder and almoner, is a permanent 
monument to his memory and to his enthust- 
astic love for his faith, and all through the 
West and South there are churches, colleges, 
and seminaries of his denomination which he 
has lifted out of Sloughs of Despond by his 
munificent gifts. 

The works of such a man are his best mon- 
uments, and they are monuments which will 
remain when those of marble crumble away. 
As compared with the flimsy, baseless struct- 
ures so often erected in these days and swept 
away by every veering wind of speculation 
his life-work, founded on industry, courage, 
determination, honesty, and Christian faith, 
is a bright example to young men. To the 
city with whieh he was identified so many 
years of his active life and to the country for 
which his skill has done so much his loss 
will be one of no ordinary character, though 
it will be tempered with the thought that he 
had reached the summit of his career and the 
great purpose of his life had been crowned 
with success while yet he was living to. en-

NEW YORK. 

The New York Clearing-House banks have 
decided to meet'tile present emergency with 
the same means they used in 1878. They 
have resolved to “pool” and act together in 
declining to pay importunate depositors in 
money, except at their own discretion. In- 
stead of paying in money the banks will all 
certify their depositors’ checks, and these 
checks will be as good as money to any bank 
or businese-man in New York. Just as money 
in this way will cease to be the medium of 
payment between banks and individuals, it 
will also cease to’ be the means of payment 
between the banks themselves. Any sum 
that one bank is found to owe another bank 
in the daily adjustment at the clearing-house 
is usually payable in legal-tender money, but 
by the agreement of yesterday,as by that of 
1878, the banks will for the present pay their 
debts to each other in what are called “‘ clear- 
ing-house certificates.” 

The theory of banking is that every dollar 
on deposit is payable on demand. The fact 
is, that if every one calls for his money at the 
same time no bank in the world can pay. 
Banking, like fire or life insurance, is carried 
on upon general averages. If a pestilence 
should carry off every one for whose death 
our insurance companies had agreed to pay 
all our life-insurance companies would fail. 
If universal conflagration should call upon all 
our fire-insurance companies for the simul- 
taneous payment of all the policies they had 
written not one of them but would be a 


wreck, the best with the weakest. The 


senseless fright that sends every one to his 
bank for his money at the same instant is in 
the financial world what universal fire or 
pestilence would be in the insurance world. 
Onr civilization has reached 80 complicated a 
stage that thousands of millions of our values 
are purely mental, to be destroyed in a mo- 
ment, perhaps, if the public are allowed to 
run into a stampede like a herd of cattle on 
the plains. It isto prevent such a calamity 
that the New York Clearing-House have 
taken the action they have resolved upon. 

By their plan any one whom they owe can 
have money for actual use, as fof instance to 
pay weekly wages to his employés. But no 
one can have money to hide away for no good 
to himself, and to the great injury of the 
community, which cannot at such emergen- 
cies spare a drop of its financial blood, which 
is its currency. Merchants who have notes 
to pay, investors who wish to buy securities 
at these low prices, manufacturers who have 
materials to buy, can all operate as freely as 
before, for the certified checks which the 
banks give them in place of gold or legal 
tenders are as good as currency at any bank 
in New York. They are in fact currency,

In this matter the banks treat themselves 
as they treat their customers. They do not 
pay money except) for such things as pay- 
rolls, nor do they call on each other fof 
money for the payment of debts from banks 
to banks at the clearing-house.

Clearing-House banks in resolving to treat 
their assets as money to the. extent of 75 per 
cent of a conservative valuation, fixed by the 
Clearing-House Committee, will be to arrest 
a large proportion of the forced sales of 
securities. When banks have to pay the de- 
mands of depositors in actual legal tender, 
and all the depositors are on a dead run for 
the banks, they have no recourse but to call 
on those to whom they have loaned money to 
step up and pay. The borrowers on call who 
have pledged stocks and bonds, as security 
are of course the first to be summoned to 
repay their loans, and the only way 
they have of obtaining funds is to go into the 


stock market and sell their stuff for what it 


will brifig. This starts a selling movement 
which, like a fire, gains in fury every moment 
it lasts, for the lower quotations go the 
greater is the number of borrowers whose 
securities are so affected that the banks are 
compelled in self-defense to call on them to 
put up more margins or pay in full. But by
